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FFP Summary of Changes for FY 2017 APS

Overall Summary

The draft APS has been significantly revised with the intent of making it more user-friendly and
more direct about the types of information FFP wants to see from applicants. The APS has

been updated to cover more market strengthening and complementary activities. FFP is
introducing new mandatory indicators for longer-term programming, as well as a revised format
for narrative reporting, while also seeking to clarify some of the FFPMIS data entry
requirements.
